Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this 
Report,  which  contains  full  details  of  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  1935. 

The  number  of  Patients  treated  at  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  number  208 — 102  Male  and  106  Female.  190  were 
discharged  cured,  16  benefited,  and  6  died,  2  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  Hospital.  3  died  within  24  hours  of 
admission. 

211  operations  performed.  56  X-Ray  Examinations, 

Out  Patients  numbered  161  — 107  Male,  54  Female* 

Number  of  Hospital  Days  in  Patients  3109. 

During  the  year  there  were  38  admissions  through 
accidents.
